The aviator, who signed himself 
Lieutenant von Heissen, dropped 
manifestos on which was written: 
"The Germany army is at the gates 
<rf Paris; you can do nothing but sur- 
render.". 

Though startled by this threaten- 
ing occurrence Parisians remained 
tranquil. 

An oiiieial statement issued in 
i'aris saya: ^ 

"The situation in the main remains 
the same. After a iieriod of calm 
the battle has been resumed. A regi- 
ment of the enemy's infantry, et- 
saying to erott the Meote, wat al- 
mott annihilated."

They 
are located among the hills, howewi , 
and while it may be neci-ssary to 
destroy numerous buildings in order 
to open the country to the lire of 
their guns, it is thought the destruc- 
tion will not be of such wholesale 
proportions as in the cHr-f of the sec- 
ond line forts which are emkiedded 
among coetly dwdUnga and thriving 
towns.

Friday night at the regular meet- 
ing of the Hopkinsville Business 
Men's .Association, a protest was 
made agamst the change, recen tly 
announced, made by the L. A N. 
liailroad increasing th.' freight rate 
on cabbage, jiotati>' -; and o,her \ejr- 
etables and gre^n gr oceries. This 
change will take effect Sept. 1. The 
increase will raise the rate from 
Nashville to Hopkinsville fr(mi 2t', 
cents to 32 cents and from Evans* 
vilK- to Hopkintville from 27 cents to 
33 cents.

Besides those who are for it are narrow, hypocritical and eve n mad . 
They are really not entitled to be counted at all. It is the sane, honest and 
enlightened who should govern. Ever>-body knows that is right. .\nd is u 
not apparent that t^ the iivist nhtuse olxserver of this commuiiit\ In in- 
stance that the friends of whisky include all the sane, moral and cultured 
portions of our population? So it makes absolutely no difference if ever>-- 
body in the United States except the dealers in liquor and tho^e onj^aged 
in the allied traffics such as those of the gambling room and the brothels 
turns proliiliitioiiist. The prohibitionist is insane or unenli^hteded or dis- 
honest. He would not, indeed could not, be a prohiUtionist otherwise. 

It is true that half of the American people have gone mad or turned rascal 
already and the rest have syniptiuiis of frenzy of rascality. But that only 
emphasizes the necessity of the sane, enli^rhtened aiiii honest lifjuorite 
bestirinjf himself -as the nn\y exiKjneiit of sanity, enlightenment and hones- 
ty —as in fact the only patriot left, he must do his utmost to rule.

Not the Saloon! Do not think it. It is raising money from its own 
till and from the brewer and di^>tiIle^ to carry on the righteous war. How 
patriotic and philanthropic it is in this! It can sell more drinks and that 
without license in dry territory than in wet territory. It has told us so 
and it is about the tinly ti uth-t. l!.-: 1. ft ii. the whole country. Even the 
government is lying about drink. It perpetrates the perfectly absurd false- 
hood that Kansas eonsumes less drink tlym New Jersey and other such 
falsehoods without number. Now the saloon in its wisdom understands 
iiuiie easily andnaturally what the insane and dishonest prohibitinnistcan- 
not. It understands that the divinely appointed nuinl.ei ..f buys to l)e 
made drunkards is that already reached, i. e., one from every fifth family 
in the nation. It is wrong, it is in fact an awful crime to make more 
drunkarils than that. And prohii'lti m would make more than that. Ami 
so the saloon spends it. money to pie-erve this divinely h|»pointed ratio of 
drunkards to our population. It does this. let it| be remembered, at a 
threefold cost of money. It foregoes the largest profits it would have if 
the eountry wera dry, and pays a larger lieaasa fea in addition to what it 
mm raiaa far canpaiga fuada.
